Last  yiear  we  had  'the  pleasure  of  recording  the  gen- 
erous bequest  of  the  late  Florence  Wentworth  Smith  in 
memory  of  her  grandfather  the  late  Stephen  Wentworth. 
We  are  now  able  to  report  with  extreme  gratitude  that 
under  the  will  of  the  late  Joseph  Wentworth  (1877-1944), 
and  following  the  death  of  his  widow  in  1969,  the  Town 
is  to  receive  a  considerably  larger  legacy,  the  income  of 
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which  "is  to  be  used  for  the  support,  benefit,  and  upkeep 
of  the  Samuel  H.  Wentworth  Library  ..."  The  Library- 
Trustees  are  considering  plans  for  the  use  of  parts  of  this 
income  when  they  become  fully  available  through  the  Trus- 
tees of  Trust  Funds.  It  is  clear  that  the  intention  of  our 
devoted  and  generous  benefactor  was  to  improve  the  serv- 
ices of  the  Library  in  whatever  ways  may  seem  best,  and 
not  merely  to  defray  operating  expenses.  The  Trustees 
realize  that  this  new  Wentworth  bequest  presents  opportun- 
ities for  various  kinds  of  improvements:  in  the  building, 
in  staff  and  equipment,  in  book  collections,  in  facilities  for 
audiences  of  several  kinds,  in  special  provisions  for  child- 
ren, etc.  The  Trustees  have  therefore  appointed  the  nu- 
cleus of  a  Study  Committee  to  collect  and  evaluate  ideas 
as  to  how  this  future  income  can  best  be  used ;  this  Study 
Committee  presently  consists  of  townspeople,  most  of  whom 
are  now,  or  have  been,  connected  with  library  activities, 
and  who  v/ill  be  glad  to  receive  suggestions  from  other 
Sandwich  citizens.  It  is  hoped  that  the  recommendations 
of  this  Committee  will  be  submitted  to  the  Trustees  noit 
later  than  December  1,  1970. 

The  Library  continues  to  benefit  greatly  by  the  activi- 
ties of  The  Friends  of  the  Library,  this  past  year  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Burns  Chalmers.  Beginning 
with  a  group  of  some  40  members,  the  membership  has 
now  reached  a  total  of  about  175,  a  really  phenomenal  evi- 
dence of  the  belief  that  our  Library  belongs  to  all  our 
citizens ;  for  the  dues  of  the  Friends,  their  White  Elephant 
Sale,  and  their  many  kinds  of  iwork  have  contributed  to  its 
eflPectiveness.  Thanks  to  them,  we  now  have  a  coat-rack, 
book  cart,  and  excellent  bulletin-boards  (made  by  Mr. 
Thomas  Fearnside)  ;  book  reviews  have  been  given  by  ]\lrs. 
Grant  Powers,  and  story  hours  for  pre-schoolers  by  Mrs. 
Donald  Wilson;  a  most  interesting  talk  M^as  given  by  our 
long-time  summer  resident  and  author,  Mr.  Oliver  Butter- 
worth.     This  is  indeed  our  Library. 

For  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century,  the  handsome  por- 
traits of  Paul  Wentworth  (1782-1855)  and  his  wife  Lydia, 
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which  had  been  loaned  by  the  New  Hampshire  Historical 
Society  to  the  Sandwich  Historical  Society,  had  been 
placed  by  that  Society,  for  greater  safety  and  for  better 
display,  over  the  fire-place  in  our  Library.  This  winter 
they  were  recalled  to  Concord  in  order  to  comply  with  the 
wishes  of  the  original  donors.  A  number  of  rare  books 
belonging  to  the  Sandiwich  Historical  Society  have  been 
temporarily  deposited  in  the  Library,  again  for  reasons 
of  safety;  they  will  be  made  available  for  consultation  by 
our  readers.  A  telephone  has  been  installed  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  Librarian.  New  peg-boards  have  been 
set  up  for  art  exhibits. 

We  regret  that  early  in  1969  Mrs.  Lester  Lear,  long  a 
Trustee  and  for  many  years  the  Chairman  of  the  Board, 
felt  it  best  to  submit  her  resignation,  since  she  is  away 
from  Sandwich  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  Mrs. 
Grant  Hodsdon  was  elected  in  March  1969  to  fill  the  un- 
expired portion  of  Mrs.  Lear's  term   (until  March,  1970). 

During  the  year,  the  Librarian,  Mrs.  Walter  Forbes, 
and  Mrs.  Grant  Powers,  a  Trustee,  have  taken  courses  in 
Library  Techniques  at  Plymouth,  and  have  also  attended 
library  meetings  in  other  parts  of  the  State.  The  long 
task  of  re-cataloguing  our  books  has  now  been  completed. 
The  collection  of  musical  records  continues  to  grow,  and 
to  be  used  frequently.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  1969  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area.  Fre- 
quent rains  kept  the  danger  to  a  minumum  and  there  were 
few  violations.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job  would  be 
easier  if  everyone  understood  the  State  laws  that  govern 
the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A  synopsis  of  these  laws 
icilow: 

Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near 
woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 
This  includes  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incin- 
erator, grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush 
burning.  Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be 
prior  to  9:00  a.  m.  and  after  5:00  p.  m. 
Exceptions 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  anytime 
under  normal  conditions  with  permission  of  the  Disstrict 
Chief  and  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property 
with  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  another's  prop- 
erty with  written  permission  of  the  landowner  and  permis- 
sion of  the  Fire  Warden.  The  Warden  can  forbid  such 
fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits  for  cooking  fires 
in  the  White  Mountain  National  Forest  can  be  obtained 
from  the  Laconia  Offioe  or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Per- 
mits are  not  required  in  public  camp  or  picnic  grounds 
where  fireplaces  have  been  built  for  this  purpose. 
Penalties 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum 
of  $200.00  fine;  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
60  days. 
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2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  willfully  or  reck- 
lessly that  shall  endanger  woodlands  the  maximum 
fine  is  $500.00  or  one  year's  imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totaUy  extinguish  a  camp  or  cook- 
ing fire  before  leaving  it  the  same  penalties  as  in 
(1)  above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near 
woodland  maximum  fine  of  $25.00. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good  habit. 
Keep  our  town  free  from  smokes  in  1970.

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Notice  To  Veterans 

Any  veteran  entitled  to  tax  exemption  in  order  to 
obtain  same  must  file  with  the  Selectmen  his  application 
before  April  15th  of  each  year  on  blanks  prescribed  by  the 
State  Tax  Commission  and  available  at  the  Selectmen's 
Office. 

In  order  to  be  eligible,  the  applicant  must  have  paid 
all  local  poll  and  property  taxes  which  have  been  assessed 
to  him  by  any  town  or  city  within  this  state,  as  well  as  any 
state  head  or  other  state  taxes;  and  must  also  have  paid 
any  head  or  poll  taxes  assessed  against  his  wife  if  he  was 
living  with  her  on  April  first  of  the  year  of  assessment. 

War  Service  Tax  Credits:   Classifications. 

1.  Paraplegic,  double  amputees  owning  specially  adapted 

homesteads  with  V.  A.  assistance.     Credit  unlimited. 

2.  Totally     and     permanently     disabled     veterans,     their 

spouses  or  widows,  and  the  widows  and  veterans  who 
died  or  were  killed  on  active  duty.  Credit  $600.00 

3.  All  other  qualified  persons.  Credit  $50.00. 
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
